Benoit Frachon, the Communist 
secretary general of the General 
Confederation of Labor (CGT), to 
which the ultimatum was delivered 
last night, expressed extreme dis- 
satisfaction with the terms of the 
cabinet statement, offering bonuses 
and promises of the strikers. 


The Central National Strike com- 
mittee, a solidly Communist group 
of CGT leaders 
operating 
inde- 


pendently, 
declared 
immediately 


that its strike order still stood and 
added that steps even were being 
of the work stoppages, which have 
taken 
to strengthen effectiveness 


of the work stoppages, which have 
crippled the French, economy. 


Premier Robert Schuman's new

Communists in

From time to time we hear ex- 


pressions of the idea that a meet- 
ing between the president 
of the 


United States • and Marshal Stalin 
might. Improve relations between 
the world's two major powers, and 
the latest-to Voice this view is El- 
liott Roosevelt, who sat in on some 
of the conferences between 
the 


father, the late president, and the 
Bolshevist chief. 


• "A conference in which both our 
president in 1949 and Stalin feel 
that they 
can 
completely 
agree 
and trust each other," says Roose- 
velt, "is the only type of leader- 
ship which will bring

agreement between us." 


Well, maybe 1949 might be pro- 
ductive, though the iron curtain

of the 


United States • and Marshal Stalin 
might. Improve relations between 
the world's two major powers, and

father, the late president, and the 
Bolshevist chief. 


• "A conference in which both our 
president in 1949 and Stalin feel

From time to time we hear ex- 


pressions of the idea that a meet- 
ing between the president 
of the 


United States • and Marshal Stalin 
might. Improve relations between 
the world's two major powers, and 
the latest-to Voice this view is El- 
liott Roosevelt, who sat in on some 
of the conferences between 
the 


father, the late president, and the 
Bolshevist chief. 


• "A conference in which both our 
president in 1949 and Stalin feel 
that they 
can 
completely 
agree 
and trust each other," says Roose- 
velt, "is the only type of leader- 
ship which will bring

agreement between us."

A contusion is a bruising of the

When it occurs in the thigh mus- 
cle, it is called a charley-norse.

sion has occurred, tnere is an es- 
cape of blood and fluid into the in- 
jured part. The extremity should 
oe elevated, cold compresses and 
a pressure bandage applied. After

repair.

pressions of the idea that a meet- 
ing between the president 
of the 


United States • and Marshal Stalin 
might. Improve relations between 
the world's two major powers, and 
the latest-to Voice this view is El- 
liott Roosevelt, who sat in on some 
of the conferences between

father, the late president, and the 
Bolshevist chief. 


• "A conference in which both our 
president in 1949 and Stalin feel 
that they 
can 
completely 
agree 
and trust each other," says Roose-

United States • and Marshal Stalin 
might.

4. Restraining employees in ex- 
ercise of their legal rights. 
, 


These rights, as listed 
in 
the 


Taft-Hartley Act, include the right 
to bargain collectively through rep- 
resentatives of their own choosing, 
the right to engage in union activi- 
tes. and the right to refran from 
such activities. Denham said one 
of the ways in which the union is 
interfering with employees' rights 
is in refusing to bargain in good 
faith with employers.

of the state hospital licensing law 
and regulations and 
applications

Moody Moore, director of the state 
health department's hospital 
di 
vision. 


The applications must be fille 


nut and returned to the. hospita 
division before December 31. 


Moore 
said 
applications 
were 
sent to all hospitals of which the 
division has a record,, and 
tha 
any hospital not receiving an ap 
plication blank should request one. 


Tender the hospital inspection and 


lice'nsing act of the 1947 legislature, 
all hospitals in the state must be 
licensed and inspected regularly. 
Moore said all hospitals in the 
state would be blanketed in under 
the licensing law on -January 1, 
if they have rnade proper Applica- 
tion, and that inspections would be 
made-after the licenses arc issued. 
Hospitals not meeting' minimum 
standards will be given- 12 months 
in which to comply, 


The .director estimated, on the 
basis of surveys 'nade in prepar- 
ing the state's federal aid-hospital 
plan, that no hospital in the state 
cbuld now fully meet the minimum 
hospital standards fixed in the re- 
gulations. 
"A few will be able 
to 
meet 
minimum 
standards 
with 
only 


minor changes," he said,. "but ihe 
majority will need to make major 
improvements." 
Under the federal grant of funds 


for hospital, construction, licensing 
and inspection is required and in 
adopting the Arkansas law to com- 
ply, the legislature made the act 
applicable to all hospitals in the 
state.

Moody Moore, director of the state 
health department's hospital

vision. 


The applications must be fille 


nut and returned to the. hospita 
division before December 31. 


Moore 
said 
applications 
were 
sent to all hospitals of which the 
division has a record,, and 
tha 
any hospital not receiving an ap 
plication blank should request one. 


Tender the hospital inspection and 


lice'nsing act of the 1947 legislature, 
all hospitals in the state must be 
licensed and inspected regularly. 
Moore said all hospitals in the 
state would be blanketed in under 
the licensing law on -January 1, 
if they have rnade proper Applica- 
tion, and that inspections would be 
made-after the licenses arc issued. 
Hospitals not meeting' minimum 
standards will be given- 12 months 
in which to comply, 


The .director estimated, on the 
basis of surveys 'nade in prepar- 
ing the state's federal aid-hospital 
plan, that no hospital in the state 
cbuld now fully meet the minimum 
hospital standards fixed in the re- 
gulations. 
"A few will be able 
to 
meet 
minimum 
standards 
with 
only 


minor changes," he said,. "but ihe 
majority will need to make major 
improvements." 
Under the federal grant of funds 


for hospital, construction, licensing 
and inspection is required and in 
adopting the Arkansas law to com- 
ply, the legislature made the act 
applicable to all hospitals in the 
state.

nut and returned to the. hospita 
division before December 31. 


Moore 
said 
applications 
were 
sent to all hospitals of which the 
division has a record,, and 
tha 
any hospital not receiving an ap 
plication blank should request one. 


Tender the hospital inspection and 


lice'nsing act of the 1947 legislature, 
all hospitals in the state must be 
licensed and inspected regularly. 
Moore said all hospitals in the 
state would be blanketed in under 
the licensing law on -January 1, 
if they have rnade proper Applica- 
tion, and that inspections would be 
made-after the licenses arc issued. 
Hospitals not meeting' minimum 
standards will be given- 12 months 
in which to comply, 


The .director estimated, on the 
basis of surveys 'nade in prepar- 
ing the state's federal aid-hospital 
plan, that no hospital in the state 
cbuld now fully meet the minimum 
hospital standards fixed in the re- 
gulations. 
"A few will be able 
to 
meet 
minimum 
standards 
with 
only

majority will need to make major 
improvements." 
Under the federal grant of funds 


for hospital, construction, licensing 
and inspection is required and in 
adopting the Arkansas law to com- 
ply, the legislature made the act 
applicable to all hospitals in the 
state.

any hospital not receiving an ap 
plication blank should request one. 


Tender the hospital inspection and 


lice'nsing act of the 1947 legislature, 
all hospitals in the state must be 
licensed and inspected regularly. 
Moore said all hospitals in the 
state would be blanketed in under 
the licensing law on -January 1, 
if they have rnade proper Applica- 
tion, and that inspections would be 
made-after the licenses arc issued. 
Hospitals not meeting' minimum 
standards will be given- 12 months 
in which to comply, 


The .director estimated, on the 
basis of surveys 'nade in prepar- 
ing the state's federal aid-hospital 
plan, that no hospital in the state 
cbuld now fully meet the minimum 
hospital standards fixed in the re- 
gulations. 
"A few will be able 
to

and inspection is required and in 
adopting the Arkansas law to com- 
ply, the legislature made the act 
applicable to all hospitals in the 
state.

Moody Moore, director of the state 
health department's hospital 
di 
vision. 


The applications must be fille 


nut and returned to the. hospita 
division before December 31. 


Moore 
said 
applications 
were 
sent to all hospitals of which the 
division has a record,, and 
tha 
any hospital not receiving an ap 
plication blank should request one. 


Tender the hospital inspection and 


lice'nsing act of the 1947 legislature, 
all hospitals in the state must be 
licensed and inspected regularly. 
Moore said all hospitals in the 
state would be blanketed in under 
the licensing law on -January 1, 
if they have rnade proper Applica- 
tion, and that inspections would be 
made-after the licenses arc issued. 
Hospitals not meeting' minimum 
standards will be given- 12 months 
in which to comply, 


The .director estimated, on the 
basis of surveys 'nade in prepar- 
ing the state's federal aid-hospital 
plan, that no hospital in the state 
cbuld now fully meet the minimum 
hospital standards fixed in the re- 
gulations. 
"A few will be able 
to 
meet 
minimum 
standards 
with 
only 


minor changes," he said,. "but ihe 
majority will need to make major 
improvements." 
Under the federal grant of funds 


for hospital, construction, licensing 
and inspection is required and in 
adopting the Arkansas law to com- 
ply, the legislature made the act 
applicable to all hospitals in the 
state.

nut and returned to the. hospita 
division before December 31. 


Moore 
said 
applications 
were 
sent to all hospitals of which the 
division has a record,, and 
tha 
any hospital not receiving an ap 
plication blank should request one. 


Tender the hospital inspection and 


lice'nsing act of the 1947 legislature, 
all hospitals in the state must be 
licensed and inspected regularly. 
Moore said all hospitals in the 
state would be blanketed in under 
the licensing law on -January 1, 
if they have rnade proper Applica- 
tion, and that inspections would be 
made-after the licenses arc issued. 
Hospitals not meeting' minimum 
standards will be given- 12 months 
in which to comply, 


The .director estimated, on the 
basis of surveys 'nade in prepar- 
ing the state's federal aid-hospital 
plan, that no hospital in the state 
cbuld now fully meet the minimum 
hospital standards fixed in the re- 
gulations. 
"A few will be able 
to 
meet 
minimum 
standards 
with 
only 


minor changes," he said,. "but ihe 
majority will need to make major 
improvements." 
Under the federal grant of funds 


for hospital, construction, licensing 
and inspection is required and in 
adopting the Arkansas law to com- 
ply, the legislature made the act 
applicable to all hospitals in the 
state.
